2. The following tantatlve replies are made to the oon> 
elusions listed on page 14 regarding possible future use of 
project Symphony! 

(a) Mo. further ease officer has been assigned for 
work In Vienna although Oolonal Oalloway oommittad himself to 
Brig, Oeneral Tate, Deputy Commanding General, to supply a 
new case officer here, 

(b) Interrogation of refugees for oolleotlon of 
Intelligence Is being fruitfully conducted In the American tone 
of Austria as part of the Anaoln projeot, of whloh 044 is fully 
Informed. This Is now beginning to produce Interesting eounter- 
intelllgenoe, and It Is hoped that we may be able to provide a 
good assessment of Its potentialities shortly. The organisation 
has no offlolal oonneotlon with this Interrogation which is 
being done. Insofar as the OP camps are concerned, simply by 
American security authorities. 

<o) Ho action has been taken regarding penetration 
of MGB efforts to send Soviet agents through Illegal ohannels 
to Palestine. Ho case officer has been on hand to oonduot this 
woi%. 


(d) Your point that Conductor has employed Amerloan 
faollltles from time to time for his own purposes Is oonsldered 
well taken, while it Is possible that under different handling 
muoh good use oould be made of oonduotor, this mission will be 
extremely eareful In the future In any oontaots at all with 
Oonduotor. In fact, oontaot will not be maintained unless 
quite definite possibilities are Indicated without Jeopardy to 
this organisation.
